blocks witli their tops sawed off, es­ 
pecially the s of t maples and laments 
at this form of desecration. 
Prun ­ 
ing a tree to maintain its streng th 
and vig or, repairing injuries and cor­ 
recting false g rowths are all thing s 
that should be done, 
but 
the 
tree 
butcher 
who 
ruthlessly 
interferes 
with the work of nature, who tries to 
make a maple look like an umbrella 
tree, who recklessly 
beheads 
the 
fast g rowing poplar, who 
tr ie s 
to 
make shrubs of all kinds affect a cer­ 
tain form is a miserable miscreant. 
We have too few trees to 
permit 
what he have to be ruined by the tree 
butcher. Ile can usually be identified 
because he prunes with a saw and 
an ax . 
Perhaps lie learned pruning 


on some fruit farm, for lie seems to 
have carried the lessons he learned 
there into his treatment of our shade 
trees and shrubs. 
Now we prune a 
fruit tree for an 
entirely 
different 
purpose than we do a shade tree. The 
fruit tree is utilitarian— we prune it 
so as to make easy the 
work 
of 
spray ing and g athering the fruit. We 
do not care particularly about the 
n atural shape of the tree so long as 
we can make it g row’ fruit profitably . 
But a shade tree is different. It is 
solely ornamental. 
It is to delig ht 
the ey e. 
And to delig ht the ey e, it 
must maintain the shape which Na­ 
ture g ave it. 
It offends us to see a 
bushy g rowth denominated a maple. 
We w’an t 
to see it 
in its 
orig inal 
g lory . 
Besides, to a foliag e, such as we 
use for shade trees, such 
ex cessive 
pruning is injurious, if not fatal. 
A 
tree’s 
lung s 
are 
its 
leaves. 
It 
breathes throug h them just as we do 
throug h our lung s. 
The human being 
inhales ox y g en and ex hales carbonic 
acid g as. The tree throug h that won­ 
derful provision of Nature, in utiliz­ 
ing every thing inhales 
throug h 
the 
leaves carbonic acid g as and 
g ives 
forth ox y g en during the day . 
Would y ou have much faith in a 
doctor who told y ou he could improve 
y our health by clipping off a g oodly 
section of y our lung s? 
Thats’ what 
the tree butcher in effect 
tells 
y ou 
when he applies for a job to damag e 
y our trees. 
Shade trees require little pruning . 
Ex amine them for injuries and 
de­ 
fects; 
correct this and then let the 
tree alone. 
You don't need 
a 
tree 
butcher to tell 
y o u w h a t t o do.

We could see them making things 
snug alow and aloft.

which I remembered. 
I explained all this to my little mis­

She would be perfectly protect­ 
ed by the overhang of the cliff and the 
overturned boat, and I told her. a1 
though I left her alone in the boat 
that the sam e overhang of the cliff 
would protect me from the wind and 
the rain if the storm broke.

seaward we went to sleep 
About midnight, so far as

night the wind had subsided into a 
gentle breeze 
When we scanned the sea next morn 
ing there was. of course, no sign of 
the ship. 
Our first inclination, and 
there was none to say us nay now, was 
to mount the stairs, cross the wall nnd 
look for th at cave. 
We had neither 
chart nor record left, we had but our 
memories to trust to. but we were both 
agreed that the cave lay in the inner 
wall and that the p archment said it 
was the central one of three adjacent 
openings which gave entrance to the 
treasure chamber 
And we could get 
a bearing on it from the central hill. 
Now I had noticed that the coral 
wall both on the outer and inner sides 
'N as honeycombed with openings, rifts, 
fissures and caves which, by the way 
were more frequent arni deeper on the 
inside face, why I know not 
We 
should have been compelled painfully 
and laboriously to search the whole 
face of the cliff in its extent of fifteen 
miles or so. but for the further di r e c ­ 
tion of the parchment.

fill that, sailor like, old Sir Philip had 
given us the hearing.

Plainly our first duty was to descend 
into the inclosed valley and explore 
the hillock in the center. 
I made no 
doubt but that we should find some 
sort of an altar and more of those curi­ 
ous stone images there. 
If they still 
remained the rest of our task would be 
comparatively easy. 
With this determination, therefore, 
we set o u t 
As I did not know how 
long our exploration would require and 
as I rather thought we should have to 
make a day of It, we started betimes 
Indeed, as we invariably retired short 
ly after sunset we naturally rose at 
break of day. 
I took along food 
enough for the day, knowing th at we 
could get w ater from the brooks and 
certain fruits which I judged would 
be good for us from the trees.

deed, the coral rock rose in a sharp 
escarp ment eight or ten feet above the

some distance away from it so as to 
make an aisle perhaps ten feet in 
width, rose a line of huge statues ca rr 
ed. like those at the foot of the stairs, 
into the semblance of monstrous hu­ 
man faces 
Not one of them was like 
another 
There was variation in each 
as there is variation in human faces. 
All were ugly. but all were lifelike and 
were singularly enough European 
To bo continued.
